We found our sewer system in a deplorable condition, 
having been neglected for a long time to such an extent 
that we had to rebuild sixteen catch basins and take up 
parts of sewer lines which had been improperly laid and bad 
connections made; all of which had to be done after we had 
nearly expended our appropriation laying new sewers, 
which were greatly needed. After taking advise from sev- 
eral of the taxpayers, and considering it to be for the best 
interest of the town, we laid a line of pipe across the Drake 
playground now under construction, which will give first- 
class sewerage to all property and streets on its line. If 
the town will extend this same line to Depot St. and connect 
with sewer coming from Elm St., it will greatly stop the 
congestion at Railroad Sq.; and we would recommend the 
town to raise and appropriate a sum sufficient to do the 
same. ‘

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF HIGH- 
WAYS. 


By vote of the town at the 1915 March meeting I was 
requested to assist, by a general supervision, in the main- 
tenance of the highways of the town. This I consented to 
do only on conditions that I should give but part of my time 
to the work and in such way as not to interfere with my 
State Highway work. This arrangement was agreed to 
by the town and plans for the season’s work were started 
early in March. ’ 

The town was divided into twenty districts, being about 
the same as in previous years, and sub-agents or surveyors 
were appointed by the selectmen for these districts. As 
soon as these appointments were made I inspected the 
roads of the entire town and, as far as possible, met the 
surveyors and went with them over the particular road 
assigned them and assisted them in making plans for the 
care of their roads for the season. I also arranged to meet 
all the surveyors the first Saturday of each month to ap- 
prove and settle accounts; also to discuss with them any 
problems arising in their districts and road work in general. 

On inspecting the roads of the town they were found to 
be in bad shape, especially the culverts and ditches. In 
many cases the hips were higher than the center of the 
road and in some places the ditches were the highest, so 
that the water was forced into the travel part of the road. 

Before beginning any amount of work each district 
(not having one) was provided with a split log drag, and 
the work of shaping the road began before the frost was 
all out and while the ground was soft so the drag would 
work to advantage, the work of dragging continued as 
far as practical, after each rain through the season. 

Ditches have been cleaned, turnouts have been put in and 
old ones kept open to take the water from the ditches. 


, 


With the exception of one or two districts the roads of 
the town have been kept in shape with the road drag at a 
much less expense than they could have been in any other 
way. 

In one district, with the aid of a little dynamite and at a 
small expense, cartload after cartload of rocks that have 
been bumped over for years were blown out and disposed 
of; this not only smoothed the road, but made it possible 
to do better work with the drag. Much of this kind of work 
is needed, a little of which should be undertaken each year. 

Ten culverts were found to be useless and beyond repair, 
these have been replaced by new ones and about twenty 
old culverts were opened and did good work the remainder 
of the season. Places were found where culverts were 
needed very much and, after beginning work for new ones, 
old ones were found at those points so filled with wash and 
overgrown with bushes that no one knew of their location. 
One of the best investments made by the town during the 
last year has been the purchasing of ten new culverts at 
the cost of only $292.96. Of these ten culverts, two cost- 
ing $62.70, have not been put in place but are ready for 
next season. These culverts that have been put in, if 
cared for, will save the town in a few years many times 
their cost. Many more culverts through the town need 
attention. 

The damage done by the heavy rain in July to the high- 
ways of Pittsfield was about $600, which was very small 
compared to the damage in some of the neighboring towns 
and this was largely due to the fact that the roads were 
dragged early in the spring and were in good condition to 
shed the water, and also that many of the culverts had been 
opened, new ones put in and ditches cleaned. While in 
towns where the damage was nearly $2,000, the towns 
were in the habit of doing their repair work late in the 
summer and fall. 

The washouts caused by the heavy July rain indicated 
that something was wrong with the drainage at those 
points and, on inspection, found in one case a culvert too 
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small to handle the water and in all other cases culverts and 
ditches were badly out of repair. As far as possible with the 
money available these washouts were remedied, but money 
was lacking to do all that was necessary. 

Work which might be considered as permanent improve- 
ment has been undertaken in a small way but with good 
results. The hill near Frank E. Dennett’s which was nearly 
impassable has been cut down, widened and shaped. A 
ditch near the Davis house has been opened to keep the: 
surface water from getting into the village water supply.. 
The road has been widened near the John K. Berry place, 
and extra ditches made. At South Pittsfield some bad 
ledges have been taken out. 

In District No. 8 a much needed culvert has been put 
in near the Barnstead town line. In district No. 1 a new 
culvert has been put in to take care of the water that has. 
been running in the center of the road for a number of 
years. Ledges have been taken out of the road near Eaton 
Pond and a much needed culvert put in at the foot of 
Tucker Hill. We have used for this special work about 
$200, which has been charged to the different districts 
making their accounts a little more than last year. 

Late in the fall at the closing up of the road work, I 
again inspected the roads, going over all with the excep- 
tion of a few of the cross roads and compared them with 
the condition in which I found them in the spring. There 
was a marked improvement in nearly all the districts. In. 
one or two where heavy teaming was being done the roads: 
were rutted and will need machine work in the spring. 

There are still many bad places that need repairing, but 
with the money available for road maintenance in the town 
of Pittsfield it is not possible to wipe them all out in one 
year, but if a few of the worst places are permanently im- 
proved each year in addition to the regular repair work 
as has been done this season, there will be a marked im- 
provement in the condition of the roads in a few years. 

There has been a general tendency in Pittsfield, as well 
as in other towns, to do road work when there was nothing 
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else to do; and the important fact that there is a right and 
a wrong time for road repairing has been overlooked, and 
the taxpayers have had to suffer because of the oversight. 

The use of the road drag was new to some of the districts 
and not just in accordance with the methods advocated by 
some of the “old hands,” but, on the whole, the surveyors 
appointed by the selectmen have taken much interest in 
their districts and have done good work. 

Many of the roads of Pittsfield are difficult to keep in 
shape due to the hills over which they are built, and much 
closer attention is needed to keep them from washing. The 
following is the financial report by districts:

PUBLIC LIBRARY. 


REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES FOR THE YEAR ENDING FEB- 
RUARY 15, 1916. 


The activities of the library for the past year have been 
no less pronounced than usual. 

There has been the same steady progress in the way of 
usefulness. This is measured by the demand for books 
and thus the service of the institution to the public is 
measured. | 

Again the circulation for the year reached the gratifying 
total of 21,153, being a record that has been equalled but 
once before and is double that of the first years the library 
was open. 

The largest withdrawal of books was during the months 
of January and March which, without exception, are the 
two months when the circulation reached the largest total. 


Books of fiction constitute from 70 to 75 per cent of books

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The total number of volumes in the library is about 
7,000. When the library was opened in October, 1901, the 
number was 2,325. 

During the past year 402 volumes have been added. 
The number is somewhat smaller than usual owing to the 
fact that not quite as much money was available for the 
purchase of books. 

In submitting this report, and with a view of extending 
the usefulness of the institution to the community, we call 
attention to the fact that books not to be found on the 
shelves can be borrowed from the libraries in the state and 
also from the Boston Public Library. Any patron making 
a request for a book which cannot be furnished from the 
collection in the library, prompt attention will be given 
such request and the book secured for them if possible. 

Attention is again called to the fact that a library is an 
integral part of public education and, in its relation to the 
public school, its privilege should be used to the fullest 
extent by pupils. 

No library in any town in the state of the size of this 
is better equipped to furnish material aid to pupils in their 
school work than the local institution. 

Teachers and pupils are earnestly urged to make more 
use of its privileges than they now do.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


To the Schoo! Board of Pittsfield: 


I submit to you and to the townspeople my first annual. 
report as superintendent of schools. 

Soon after I had assumed the responsibilities of my office 
an edict, emanating from the State Board of Health, came 
forth requiring that the statutory law relative to vaccina- 
tion of children be enforced. On taking a census of the 
children we found that barely 10 per cent had complied 
with this law. Indeed, to officials and parents, the com- 
mandatory mandate seemed rather nauseous, yet, after 
realizing more clearly the far-reaching effect on the future 
safety and interests of our community, a spirit of momen- 
tary sacrifice and a subservient service to the public welfare 
prevailed. For afew weeks a marked decline in the mental 
efficiency of our schools was manifest, due largely to a 
lowered vitality and loss of work from increased number of 
absentees. However, we are now able to report that all 
our pupils have complied with the law, and, as far as we 
know, without any fatal or serious results. 


REPAIRS. 


The furnaces at the Grammar School building have been 
overhauled and put in better condition, some new parts 
being put in where most needed. The rooms and furni- 
ture of this building and also of the Memorial building 
have been put in good condition by the use of paint, var- 
nish, etc. An addition to the shed at the Mountain school 
has been built and some minor repairs on the schoolhouse. 

The Tilton Hill schoolhouse has been shingled, and the 
windows repaired in order to preserve the building for 
future use when needed. 


D 
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Fire Escape. 


Warned by such fatal disasters as the Collinwood and 
Peabody fires, and realizing not only that such holocausts 
are of frequent occurrence, but also the fact that schools 
and jails are the only American institutions where attend- 
ance is compulsory, your school board deemed it wisdom 
to place a fire escape on the Grammar building. While 
we trust there may never be an actual demand for its use, 
nevertheless we feel that its nominal cost is not a heavy 
premium on the insurance of so many lives that might 
otherwise be placed in jeopardy. 


Music. 


In September, the services of Mrs. Sophronia Wells, a 
special teacher of music, were secured. Under her in- 
struction the schools have made commendable progress. 
The pupils have acquired an increased ability to read music 
at sight, made improvement in'tonal quality, and have ob- 
tained something that aids in the rhythmic poise of their 
characters. I believe that music, drawing and painting 
have a disciplinary value on a par with other branches in 
the entire curricula of our schools, and pupils with these 
phases of their aesthetic natures developed will respond 
just as efficiently to the demands of the so-called fundamen- 
tals, or the three R’s. I would suggest, when possible, 
more time be devoted to these studies, at least, as electives 
throughout our high school course. 

We note that our financial balance is some over five 


hundred dollars less than last year. This is due primarily 


to four causes, viz.; first, about three hundred dollars were 
paid for fuel that properly belonged on last year’s account; 
second, money invested for equipment for Manual Train- 
ing and Domestic Arts; third, money spent for fire escape; 
fourth, insurance placed on Brick, Upper City, Jenness 
Pond and South Pittsfield schoolhouses. On each of these 
buildings, which have never been insured before, a policy 
of $500 was placed. 
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HicH ScHOOL. 


In order to meet the utilitarian demands of modern edu- 
cation and to function more fully with the life of our town, 
three new departments have been established and are in 
process of development, viz.: the Agricultural, Manual 
Training and Domestic Arts. 

In Agriculture, Principal Watson reports as follows: 
“The class in Agronomy has done pretty thoroughly about 
100 pages in Brooks’s ‘Soils and How to Treat Them.’ It 
has studied the formation and structure of different soils, 
and collected numerous specimens for laboratory analysis, 
laid out a first-class hotbed for early spring use, made some 
study of methods of handling and propagating small fruits, 
visited John Harvey’s greenhouse, and careful plans of a 
garden of one-tenth acre for each boy in the class have 
been worked out. 

‘‘A great many other smaller or incidental topics have: 
been taken up which would take too much time to enumer- 
ate. Lately the work has been a study of tillage and its. 
tools. The plan is to devote the rest of the winter to soil 
analyses, seed testing, window planting (7. e., planting in 
window boxes and experimenting therewith), tree pruning 
and grafting and getting all ready for the spring planting. 

“The spring term will be wholly given over to the handling 
of the hotbeds and gardens. Careful records of all work, 
experiments and results are made by each pupil.” 

The Manual Training School, under the instruction of 
Roland G. Hartwell, is splendidly equipped with modern 
standard tools. There are six home-made benches equipped 
for handling sixteen boys at a time. There are seventeen 
boys of the eighth grade to whom one and one-half hours. 
per week are given. Sixteen from grade six, section A, and 
thirteen from grade six, section B; all of whom receive one 
hour per week. The grades have elementary and advanced 
manual training, blueprint reading and simple working 
drawings. From the high school there are thirteen pupils 
taking seven hours per week. 


| 
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Mr. Hartwell’s lectures have had to do with woodworking 
tools and machinery, demonstration of their use, cost and 
kinds to buy, care of tools and methods of sharpening, the 
value and uses of different kinds of wood. Demonstration 
of many wood-working problems have been given, methods 
of construction illustrated by blackboard sketches, blue- 
print reading and the making of simple working drawings. 
Uses of the steel square, the theory and application of a 
large variety of points, and methods of construction of 
large projects explained. 

This being the first year for ten of these boys, it was 
necessary to start with exercises in measuring, lining, plan- 
ing, sawing, nailing, boring, chisseling, gluing and sharpen- 
ing. For this purpose the following models were used: 
sand paper blocks, bench hooks, hat racks, coat hangers, 
meat boards, mortise and tenon joints, lap joints, ironing 
stands, carved key racks, pencil trays, broom holders, pin 
trays, bead looms, carved ink stands, glued bread boards 
and knife boxes. 

In the line of cabinet making and farm-mechanics the 
following projects have been made or are under construction: 
sleds, tool chest, tables, foot stool, taboret, medicine cabi- 
nets, kitchen cabinet, umbrella stand, wheelbarrows, 
checker boards and filing cabinets, music cabinet and two 
book cases. 

In addition to model and project work, the boys have 
made many repairs on the school buildings. In the near 
future a forge room will be equipped where the boys can 
do their own iron work on sleds, whiffletrees, wheelbarrows, 
etc., also weld, shape, sharpen and temper iron and steel. 

This department of our educational system is not only 
practical and useful, but also is destined to become a pop- 
ular and remunerative source to the growth of our school 
system. It is extensive in its varied applications, intensive 
in, and productive of, mental activities and economic in 
financial support. 

Miss Marion Roys who has charge of the work of the 
Domestic Arts reports as follows: 
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“On beginning such work as is demanded in this depart- 
ment, the first thing is to have the proper equipment, hence 
the purchase was made of such things as were needed to do 
the work satisfactorily. 

“Since the equipment for the sewing room is obtained 
more easily than for the cooking, this room was fitted up 
at the beginning of the year and work begun almost im- 
‘ mediately. The furnishings of the laboratory are not 
many: 2. €., a sewing machine, tables for cutting or other 
work as the case may be, lockers and some minor articles. 
The number of articles completed is not very many, but 
the simpler methods of garment construction have been 
learned and nearly all of the common stitches have been 
made use of in the work. At present, the class is working 
with paper patterns: each member cuts her own garment 
and will become more adept in the use of the machine while 
making the garment. 

“The equipment of the cooking laboratory has, of neces- 
sity, taken a longer time and is more elaborate than the 
sewing-room. In the first place, the room was thoroughly 
renovated. While this was being done the equipment was 
purchased. The aim of the course is to make everything 
as practical as possible and still teach in an attractive way 
the everyday duties of the home. 

“Tt is somewhat difficult to be specific as to the different 
things done in the kitchen. It should be borne in mind 
that the aim is, not simply to teach the girls how to cook, 
but also by a discussion of food values and the body’s 
needs to teach the economic choice of foods. 

‘“‘In addition to the cooking of the food, the class have 
lessons in setting, sewing, sanitation of the house, heating, 
etc.” 

Domestic Science is rapidly being established as a per- 
manent part of our school courses. The school system 
that does not offer it will feel itself out of harmony with 
existing conditions and behind the recognized standards of 
progress. Some systems offer it in the grades only, others 
in high schools only, but those systems that do the most 
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‘satisfactory work, offer it both in the grades and in the 
high school. I would recommend that this course be so 
adjusted as to begin with the sixth or seventh grade and 
continue for four years. 


PRIZE SPEAKING CONTEST. 


The second annual public prize speaking contest by the 
high school pupils took place March 5, and was considered 
a success both from a literary and financial standpoint. 
Prizes were awarded as follows: First, Pauline Hall; second, 
Waldo Potter; third, Raymond Carr. The third annual 
contest will occur March 24, 1916.

On June 18 occurred the graduation of the class of 1915.

Earl Jenkins holds a position 
in Saco, Maine, and Charles Richardson has a position with 
the Revere Rubber Co. of Chelsea, Mass. Cecille Black- 
stone is a student in Concord Business College. Miss 
Starbird, not possessing sufficiently vigorous health to 
enable her to take the part she would like in life’s activities, 
remains with her parents. 

Three of the class entered college as follows: Frank Pres- 
cott, New Hampshire College; Edward Cronin, Colby Col- 
lege; Raymond Carr, Harvard, with credit. It is a credit 
to our school that the only school training Mr. Carr had for 
meeting the admission requirements at Harvard was re- 
ceived by him in the schools of Pittsfield. 

Too much emphasis can not be placed on the readiness 
with which your graduates are absorbed either by the higher 
institutions or by the social activities of life. If I had time 
Pittsfield—5 
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and space for the portrayal of the activities of all your 
graduates since the establishment of your school system, 
what a revelation it would present of strength, energy and 
righteousness. No encomium could be stronger; no criterion 
more just. The test of education is the test of life, and the 
test of life is not: ‘‘How many hours have you studied? 
How many questions can you answer?” but rather, ‘‘ What 
are you? What have you to give? What can you do?” 

The stability and commercial life of a manufacturing 
plant depends on its environment, resources, capitalization, 
management, and finally, its finished products. There- 
fore, it is self-evident that if we are to attain the highest 
type of American citizen as the product of our school system, 
there must be a vigorous, constant and concerted action 
by the three fundamental agencies of society, viz.: the 
home, the school and the church. 

At a meeting of the school board held February 28, it 
was voted that the requisition for text-books and scholars’ 
supplies be $700, and for flags $25. Such is the estimate 
and request of the board. 

In conclusion, I desire to express my appreciation of the 
helpful assistance of the school board, of the courtesy and 
hearty co-operation of the teachers, of the hospitality and 
support of parents and citizens. 

We trust that your appropriations for the ensuing year 
may be compatible with economic management along 
progressive lines.
